Their triumph 
is our shame 

Democracy is on the march in the Middle East as the uprisings that 
began in Tunisia and Egypt and soon spread everywhere from Bahrain 
to Iran continue. While much remains uncertain about what will 
emerge from these unlikely warp- speed revolutions, one thing is for 
sure: We Americans should feel like lazy, apathetic garbage. 

We should feel like a flesh- folded fat man watching his ripped 
younger brother train for a triathlon. 

One has to assume that the success or failure of the uprisings in 
many of these countries depends entirely on how many ordinary 
people are ready to die in order to gain their self-determination. 
French officials estimate that 2,000 people have died as Moammar 
“They’re Putting Hallucinogens in the People’s Coffee” Gadhafi tries 
to quell Libya’s rebellion. Meanwhile, here in the country that claims 
to be “The Godfather Part 11 ” of democracy the majority of us simply 
cannot be bothered to brush the Cheetos dust from our fingers and 
head to our local polling place once a year. 

And twice a year? Yeah, right! Even with the heightened attention 
of Rahmania, Chicago’s mayoral and aldermanic elections saw less 
than a 45 percent turnout among registered voters (so not even count- 
ing those Chicagoans who are not registered at all). Rahm’s vote total 
could be the lowest ever for a winning Chicago mayoral candidate. 

In the most recent midterm elections— widely seen as a kind of 
conservative neo-revolution— 42 percent of registered voters showed 
up, according to The Associated Press, a total of just 90 million 
people. 2008 marked the most impressive voting turnout in modern 
American history and the AP reported only about 62 percent of the 
eligible voting population cast a ballot for those contests. 

This is the paradox of democracy: Once you have it, once you don’t 
have to risk your Hfe to protect it, it becomes far more entertaining to 
vote for the best C-list celebrity trying to dance his or her way back to 
fame than your congressional representative. Watching people take to 
the streets in the Middle East should frustrate us to no end because 
the largest political party in the U.S. is not Democrat or Republican or 
Independent but Who Cares They’re All the Same. 

But this is what the party of Who Cares They’re All the Same 
doesn’t get: By not voting, they are in fact voting. And they’re voting 
for the interests that care the most. They’re voting for enormous 
financial institutions and pharmaceutical lobbies and agribusiness and 
big oil and health insurance companies. 

One of the greatest problems with democracies— and I sincerely 
wish that the people of the Middle East get to discover this soon— is 
that in the face of apathy, they can become captured by well-orga- 
nized interests, especially those interested in turning a profit. 

We wipe the Cheetos dust from our fingers to exercise the right to 
vote and often forget that some are still wiping away blood to exercise 
theirs.

Cops: Stabbing suspects 
worked with drug cartels

Three men suspected in the fatal stabbing 
of two men in an Edgewater apartment 
were part of a crew that did business with 
drug cartels — and may be responsible for 
several drug-related mass killings— police 
disclosed Sunday 

The double homicide Saturday prompt- 
ed a pursuit that left one Chicago officer 
wounded and a suspect in the slayings dead 
from police gunfire. 

The crew’s suspected ringleader, Arturo 
Ibarra, 37, was shot and killed by police 
during a vehicle pursuit just after the two 
stabbing victims were discovered inside a 
fourth-floor apartment in the 5800 block 
of North Winthrop Avenue, police said. 
The crew’s two other members were taken

has 12 years on the force, and is current- 
ly assigned to the Gang Investigations 
Unit, police said. He was taken to St. 
Francis Hospital of Evanston in good 
condition. 


into custody, awaiting criminal charges. 

The two victims were found with their 
throats slit and a third man was found in 
the apartment critically injured. Police 
believe the victims and the assailants were 
conducting drug-related business when 
the slayings occurred. 

“This is a crew of individuals we’ve been 
looking at for some time,” Nick Roti, chief 
of Chicago police’s organized crime divi- 


sion, told reporters Sunday 

Police also are investigating whether the 
group was involved in several drug-related 
mass killings, including situations involv- 
ing four men found dead inside a garage in 
West Lawn in September and three men 
found bound and gagged inside a car in 
McKinley Park in April, a different law en- 
forcement source said. 

The trio worked for a roofing company, 
but it’s believed they also sold drugs, and 
even robbed and killed some of their cus- 
tomers, the source said. 

The slayings were related to a drug op- 
eration that extends to Mexico. 

Roti did say the police department “sus- 
pected” the three men were involved in 
other homicides across the city

Two days before his contract was set to 
expire, Chicago police Supt. Jody Weis 
remained noncommittal Sunday about his 
future as the city’s top cop. 

He said he has not spoken with Mayor- 
elect Rahm Emanuel, who pledged during 
the campaign to replace Weis. 

“We’ll see what happens,” Weis said dur- 
ing a news conference at police headquar- 
ters that announced the selection of a city 
officer to serve as part of a federal intelli- 
gence-gathering effort along the U.S.-Mex- 
ico border. 

Weis said he would like to remain in Chi- 
cago after his three-year, $3io,ooo-a-year 
position as police superintendent ends. His 
contract is set to expire Tuesday 

“When this position ends. I’ll look into 
doing something else. I’d like to do some- 
thing here in Chicago,” he said. 

Hired by Mayor Daley in 2008 following 
several high-profile police scandals in the 
department, Weis remained in the political 
hot seat as he battled perceptions of high 
crime, complaints about manpower and a 
seemingly unshakable image as an outsider. 
Weis came to the department after years 
with the EBI, becoming the first outsider 
to run the department in nearly 50 years. 

‘As for me, let’s wait and see what hap- 
pens next,” he said.

Activists turn protest into

unions 

“We have the right to be here. This is 
the people’s house.

Mahlon Mitchell, president of the Pro- 
fessional Fire Fighters of Wisconsin, said 
from inside the Capitol. 

Protesters are upset with Wisconsin 
Gov Scott Walker’s call to curb collective 
bargaining rights. 

The embattled first-term Republican 
has shown no sign of backing down and 
defended his proposal Sunday on NBC’s 


“Meet the Press.” 

Wisconsin is “broke,” and unions use 
their power to block necessary cost-saving 
measures. Walker argued. 

“It’s about time somebody stood up and 
told the truth in this state, and said, ‘Here’s 
our problem, here’s the solution,’ and act- 
ed on it,” he said. “Because if we don’t, we 
fail to make a commitment to the future.” 

The Wisconsin Assembly has passed a 
Republican bill that would strip most state 
workers of the bulk of their collective-bar- 
gaining rights. The bill must now clear the 
Wisconsin Senate.

MOSCOW A painting of a large penis 
on a bridge in Russia’s second city, 
St. Petersburg, has been dropped from the 
shortlist for an art prize, organizers said. 

The painting, which pointed skyward 
when the bridge was raised, was painted 
last June by Russian art group Voina, or 
War, to protest tight security in the city 
prior to an international meeting. 

The picture, which was washed off by 
firefighters, faced the St. Petersburg head- 
quarters of Russia’s Federal Security Ser- 
vice, successor of the Soviet-era KGB. 

Organizers of the prize for innovation 
awarded by Russia’s State Centre of Con- 
temporary Arts and supported by the Cul- 
ture Ministry had included the picture, 
which Voina had called ‘A Penis in KGB 
Captivity” 

But after failing to get approval to in- 
clude the picture from Voina, the organiz- 
ers removed it from the shortlist, they said.
